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letter from Rev. Johann A. Wolf at Rareton to the Rev. Michael C. 
Knoll 2 Nov 1736 (Luth. Church in N.Y. and N.J., p. 127). Markas 
King was noted in the Janeway Accounts May 1736 - March 1744/45. 
The ch. of Marcus? K&nig and his wife Anna Elisabetha (who was a- 
live as late as 24 Feb 1712/13 when she joined the N.Y. City Ref. 
Church as w/o gs MS Koning of Herborn) were: 

1) Johann David?, bpt. 21 Jan 1702 - sp.: Johann David Andrae 
printer-fellow here (Herborn Chbk.). David Konig subscribe 
£1 in 1727 (N.Y. City Luth. Protocol). He also was recorde 
in the Janeway Accounts, sometimes with his father. David, 
Marcus, Johann, and Luke King (Koenig) were all vestrymen 
at St. Paul's Church, Pluckemin in various yrs. during the 
1767 - 1772 period (Letter From John P. Dern to HJ, 29 
April 1977). David Coning, single man of Germany, md. 22 
Nov 1724 Catharina Thiple, single woman of Germany (N.Y. 
City Ref. Chbk.). They had issue: 

i) Marcus?, bpt. 27 Jan 1725 - sp.: Bartholomeis Miller 
and Maria (N.Y. City Ref. Chbk.). He may have been 
the Markos Konig who signed the Articles of Faith of 
the New Germantown Church in 1767 (Chambers, p. 432). 

ii) Johannes*, b. 2 April 1727 - sp.: Marcus Konig and 
the w/o Bartheld Miller (N.Y. City Luth. Chbk.). 

iii) Elisabetha?, b. 25 Sept 1729 - sp.: Jacob Kuhn and 
Liesabeth Erb (N.Y. City Luth. Chbk.). 

iv) Lucas?, bpt. 21 April 1733/34 aged ... old - sp.: 
Lucas Dippel and wife Maria (N.Y. City Luth. Chbk.). 

2) Catharina Elisabetha?, bpt. 12 Jan 1705 - sp.: Catharina 
Eliesabetha, d/o H. Nicolaus Andr# (Herborn Chbk.). Per- 
haps she is related to the Elisabeth Koning, wid/o George 
Perker, and Maria Koning, wife of Benjamin Sjervis, who 
both joined the N.Y. City Ref. Church 21 Aug 1739 (HJ). 

3) Johann Philipp®, b. 2 Sept 1708 - sp.: Johann Philipp Nies, 
citizen at Herborn (Herborn Chbk.). 


JACOB KOPFF (Hunter Lists #397) 


A Hans Jacob Kopf and wife Anna Barbara had a daughter Eva 
b. 1706 at 6901 Schtnau; however, no firm connective has been est- 
ablished from this family to the 1709er (HJ). Jacob Kop, his wife, 
and 4 ch. were on Capt. William Koby's ship 6 July 1709 in the 
5th party of Palatines in Holland (Rotterdam Lists). 


Jacob Kopff made his initial appearance on the Hunter Lists 
4 Oct 1710 with 1 pers. over 10 yrs.; the entry for Anna Sybilla 
Kabsin that date adds vid Kopff. Jacob Kopff had 4 pers. over 10 
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yrs. and 2 under 10 on 31 Dec 1710. His entry for 29 Sept 1711 read 


5 over 10 and 1 under 10 yrs., for 24 Dec 1711 showed 4 over 10 
yrs. and 1 under 10, and for 24 June 1712 recorded 6 pers. over 10 
yrs. of age. Jacob Cup of Haysbury was a soldier in 1711 (Palatine 
Volunteers To Canada). Jacob Kop was nat. 11 Oct 1715 (Albany 
Nats.). He came to the Tulpehocken region after 13 May 1723, but 
before 1725, because on 10 Jan of that yr. his name was on the 1st 
tax list compilied for that section ("Early Tulpehocken Settlers", 
by Charles Adam Fisher in 1723 - 1973 Anniversary Magazine of the 
Tulpehocken). In this area he settled on a farm in the s.w. part 
of Plumpton Manor. This farm contained 149 acres and 65 perches, 
and was purchased from John Page on 5 Dec 1739 for the sum of £59, 
15 sh. (From Edgar H. Berge's fine study of the original Tulpehocken 
landowners, published in Die Shilgrut, Vol. VI, No. 1, Nov 1975). 
The will of Jacob Kope of Tulpehocken in Lancester Co. was dated 

3 Feb 1741/42 (Philadelphia Co. Will Bk. F, p. 279). In his will, 
Jacob specifically stated that Adam Lesh, Georg Lesh, and Elisa- 
beth Madelina Braun were his step-children and mentioned his wife 
Susanna; this shows that he md. Susanna Philippina, the wid/o the 
emigrant 1709er Johann Balthasar Lesch (HJ). The known issue of 
Jacob? Kopff were: 


1) Anna Sophia?, called my own child in his 1741 will. The 
Tulpehocken Chbk. noted that Anna Sophia, d/o John Jacob 
Kapp and w/o Johann Adam Lesch, was b. 13 Oct 1695 and was 
pur. as a wid. 10 March 1771, aged 76 yrs. and 4 months. 
Anna Sophia Kopp sp. Gerhardt Schaeffer in 1710 (West Camp 
Luth. Chbk.). 


The Johann Adam Kopp, sp. in 1717 at West Camp, probably was 
Johann Adam Lesch, step-son of Jacob? Kopf (HJ). 


PETER JACOB KORNMANN (Hunter Lists #398) 


John Dietrich Wannenmacher of Leheim in Darmstad md. 29 Nov 
1710 Anna Kunigunda Kernmann, d/o Johann of the same place (West 
Camp Luth. Chbk.). The German ancestral home of the family was 6086 
Leeheim (6 km. e. of Oppenheim; Chbks. begin 1611, but gaps). The 
grandfather of the N.Y. settler was Caspar Kornmann from Reinhard- 
shain near Grinberg. His widow Barbara was bur. 24 July 1652. They 
had issue: 


+ Georg, conf. as s/o Caspar in 1648. 
Hans, conf. as s/o Caspar in 1650. 
Peter Jacob, s/o Georg Kornmann and his wife Catharina, was bpt. 30 
Nov 1659 - sp.: Peter Schitssler from Zwingenberg and Jacob Winter 
here. Peter Jacob Kornmann, s/o Georg Kornmann, was conf. in 1674.
